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Dementia unit to close

A DEMENTIA facility in Yeovil is 
set to close in July in response to 
continued difficulties recruiting 
mental health nurses. 

Somerset Partnership NHS 
Foundation Trust is temporarily 
closing the seven-bed dementia as¬ 
sessment unit, Magnolia Ward at 
Summerlands Hospital. The trust 
will be opening additional beds at 
Pryland Ward in Taunton, with 
specialist nurses, doctors and 


therapists. Further support for 
local patients will be available via 
additional dementia nursing 
home beds to be commissioned in 
the South Somerset area along 
with a new seven-day community 
outreach service, which will be 
launched in Yeovil and the sur¬ 
rounding areas so that people with 
dementia and their carers can be 
supported in their own homes. 

Andy Heron, chief operating of¬ 
ficer, said: “We have been moni¬ 
toring nursing vacancies closely 
at Magnolia Ward over the last 


year as the team struggled to re¬ 
cruit mental health nurses from 
the surrounding area and further 
afield. 

“Having exhausted all recruit¬ 
ment possibilities we were becom¬ 
ing increasingly concerned about 
our ability to maintain safe nurs¬ 
ing levels on every shift at Magno¬ 
lia Ward and also our increasing 
reliance on agency staff who do 
not always know the patients or 
the ward environment as well as 
permanent staff when they cover a 
shift. 


“We have decided to end the on¬ 
going uncertainty and to tem¬ 
porarily consolidate older people’s 
inpatient beds onto one site in 
Somerset. We are also using this 
opportunity to launch a new 
seven-day community outreach 
service of a kind that has been suc¬ 
cessfully operating in many parts 
of England for a number of years 
but will be trialled for the first 
time in Yeovil.” 

These changes to services will

MP welcomes 
MoD contract 


YEOVIL MP Marcus Fysh has welcomed a new 
£260million Ministry of Defence contract with 
Leonardo as a sign of confidence and ambi¬ 
tion building on the Strategic Partnership 
Agreement announced last year. 

The deal to supply Identity Friend or Foe 
equipment will be rolled out in phases across 
military platforms to allow land, sea and air 
units to quickly identify friendly forces and 
operate safely alongside NATO allies. 

Mr Fysh said: "This contract is a huge en¬ 
dorsement of Leonardo in the UK and its ex¬ 
citing, world beating technology. 

"As the rollout of this technology continues 
to the next tranche I want to see some of that 
work being done in Somerset and will be 
pushing the Ministry of Defence to see that 
happen as soon as possible. 

"We have the skills and workforce to bring 
this IFF technology to our Wildcat and Merlin 
helicopters and there are export opportunities 
too. 

"As the MP for Yeovil I'm excited about this 
good news for Leonardo and the opportuni¬ 
ties it will bring here but more generally it's re¬ 
ally positive that in this country we lead the 
world in technology like this. 

"It is so important that our military personnel 
are given the best equipment to support them 
in their roles and reducing the risk of friendly 
fire is absolutely key in modern conflict."

Zero hour contracts in 


the South West on the up 


THE number of 'zero hour' and agency con¬ 
tracted workers has more than doubled in South 
West since 2011 to 145,000, new research from 
GMB union shows 

The findings, published at GMB's 100th Annual 
Congress in Plymouth, come as the union reveals 
that up to 10 million people are currently in inse¬ 
cure work in the UK - up to a third of the work¬ 
force is in precarious employment. 

The number of zero hour and agency con¬ 
tracted workers increased from 67,000 in 2011 to 
145,000 (116 per cent) - and is particularly pro¬ 
nounced among women (137 per cent) 

John Philips, GMB Regional Secretary said: 
"These figures lift the lid on the insecure reality 
of the modern world of work. 

"Here on our own doorstep in the South West 
we are witnessing an epidemic of precarious 
work - and it is growing at a frightening rate 
among our women workers." 

"Hundreds of thousands of people are going to 
work either not knowing what their hours are, if 
they'll be able to pay the bills, or what their long 
term prospects are."

Prior to publication 
of the commission’s 
final recommenda¬ 
tions, which draws 
new boundaries for 
each council ward 
across East Devon, a 
public consultation 
was held on its draft 
proposals earlier this 
year. 

The electoral review 
of East Devon District 
Council is a separate 
undertaking from the 
review of parliamen¬ 
tary constituency 
boundaries, which is 
being carried out by 
the Boundary Com¬ 
mission for England 
under different rules 
and legislation. 

Professor Colin Mel- 
lors, commission cha¬ 
irman, said: “We are 
extremely grateful to 
people across East 
Devon who took part 
in the review. 

“The commission 
has looked at all the 
evidence that was put 
forward during the 
consultation. 

“We believe these 
recommendations de¬ 
liver electoral fair¬ 
ness for voters as well 
as reflecting commu¬ 
nity ties throughout 
East Devon.” 

Mark Williams, 
Chief Executive of 
East Devon District 


Council and the Re¬ 
turning Officer for 
East Devon, said: “I 
welcome the final rec¬ 
ommendations of the 
electoral review of 
East Devon District 
Council, which aims 
to ensure that each 
district councillor re 
resents approximat¬ 
ely the same number 
of voters through the 
redrawing of ward 
boundaries across 
East Devon. 

“I will be reporting 
the final recommen¬ 
dations to Cabinet in 
July. 

“The review will 
also aim to ensure 
that the pattern of 
wards reflects the in¬ 
terests and identities 
of local communities 
and promotes more 
effective local govern¬ 
ing. 

“The proposed new 
arrangements must 
now be implemented 
by Parliament. 

“A draft order - the 
legal document, whi¬ 
ch brings the recom¬ 
mendations into force 
- will be laid in Par¬ 
liament at the end of 
June. 

“It then needs to lie 
for 40 sitting days. As 
the House rises for re¬ 
cess on July 20th, the 
remainder of the 40 
days will be in the au¬ 
tumn session, so we 


would expect the 40 
days to end in Octo¬ 
ber. 

“The order will en¬ 
sure that the new elec¬ 
toral arrangements 
will be implemented 
at the district council 
elections in 2019.”

come into effect during July 
and Somerset Partnership in¬ 
tends to provide enough time 
for current inpatients to com¬ 
plete their treatment on Mag¬ 
nolia Ward before it closes. 

Andy Heron continued: 
“While the timing of this 
change has been driven by 
concerns for patient safety, we 
are confident that this new ap¬ 
proach to dementia services, 
designed by senior clinicians 
and piloted with our Yeovil 
patients, has the potential to 
make a real difference for pa¬ 
tients and their carers. 

“We are grateful to our part¬ 
ners at Yeovil District Hospi¬ 
tal for their support in 
developing this new service 
model. They have a strong 
track record for innovating 


new services and our aim is to 
closely integrate our new 
team alongside their ser¬ 
vices.” 

Yeovil MP Marcus Fysh 
said: “I have been in touch 
with Somerset Partnership 
Trust who run this ward, and 
Somerset's Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group. This is a tem¬ 
porary reconfiguration suppo¬ 
rted by Yeovil District Hospi¬ 
tal and their Symphony Com¬ 
plex Care services which will 
allow more patients to be 
treated in their own homes, 
whilst beds are being made 
available nearby where neces¬ 
sary. I will, of course, monitor 
the progress closely and am 
keen to make sure a high qual¬ 
ity service is maintained. It 
hasn’t been easy recruiting 
Registered Mental Nurses for 


the ward and that’s something 
I will be following up with the 
Department of Health immedi¬ 
ately as well as locally with 
the Clinical Commissioning 
Group to see what we can do 
to improve availability. 

“I very recently visited the 
renovation of Tyndale and La¬ 
timer Lodge care homes to 
learn more about new prod¬ 
ucts in dementia and residen¬ 
tial care in Yeovil, and am 
supporting Community Care 
and other partners in looking 
to make Yeovil an officially 
‘dementia friendly’ town with 
high quality local services for 
older people. I will continue to 
work with care providers and 
support community initia¬ 
tives like the Memory Cafe in 
llminster and Dementia 
Awareness Week.”

hours by criminals.”

Star in court - to support brother 


ACTOR Charlie Hig- 
son - star of Broad- 
church and The Fast 
Show - supported his 
brother in court in 
Yeovil. 

The celebrity watched 
in the public gallery at 
the town’s magistrates’ 
court as his brother 
Barnaby was handed a 
conditional discharge 
after he threatened a 
Post Office manager 
with a baseball bat in a 
feud over parking. 

Barnaby Higson was 
suffering from manic 
depression and lost his 
temper after workers at 
a postal sorting office in 
Shepton Mallet left de¬ 
livery vans parked out¬ 
side his home. 

After blocking in one 
of the vans with a wheel¬ 
barrow and wheelie bin 
he approached the vic¬ 
tim. 

Barnaby Higson thr¬ 
eatened to strike the vic¬ 
tim with the baseball 
bat if he touched any of 
the defendant’s prop¬ 
erty, the court was told. 

In another incident a 
week later, Barnaby 
Higson subjected the 
same manager to a 
tirade of abuse after the 


defendant left signs on 
some of the post vans 
complaining about the 
parking. 

The 61-year-old defen¬ 
dant, now living in 
Aberystwyth, Wales left 
the court with his 
younger brother. 

Barnaby Higson ad¬ 
mitted two counts of 
using threatening or 
abusive words or be¬ 
haviour or disorderly 
behaviour likely to 
cause somebody harass¬ 
ment, alarm or distress 
on April 24 and May 2. 

The court was told 
both incidents involved 
the manager of the 
Royal Mail sorting of¬ 
fice, Steve Cleaver, and 
on the first occasion he 
was working at the 
Shepton Mallet sorting 
office. 

Mr Cleaver was told 
by a worker that one of 
the postal vans had been 
blocked in by a wheel¬ 
barrow and wheelie bin 
and when he went out to 
investigate he saw Barn¬ 
aby Higson, who was re¬ 
sponsible for the 
obstruction. 

“He (Mr Cleaver) 
asked the defendant to 
move the items but he

(Barnaby Higson) rep¬ 
lied that it was his prop¬ 
erty and told him not to 
move it,” said prosecu¬ 
tor Emma Lenanton. 
“Mr Cleaver returned to 
the sorting office and 
when he went back out¬ 
side (Barnaby) Higson 
was holding a baseball 
bat over his shoulder 
and said ‘If you ******* 
touch my stuff I will hit 
you with my bat’. 

The complainant told 
his co-workers to stay 
away from the area and 
phoned the police who 
attended the scene and 
found a broken baseball 
bat in Barnaby Higson’s 
front garden. 

On May 2, Mr Cleaver 
was at work again when 
a colleague told him that 
signs had been left on 
several of the Royal 
Mail vans which were 
parked outside, al¬ 
though none was out¬ 
side the defendant’s 
address. 

He took them off and 
Barnaby Higson was in 
his garden and began 
shouting at Mr Cleaver 
and said: “Call yourself 
a ******* manager of the 
Royal Mail? What would 
the Queen think about 


you parking illegally?” 

Defending solicitor 
Greg Peters said it had 
been an incredibly un¬ 
fortunate situation 
which occurred when 
Barnaby Higson was 
going through mental- 
health difficulties after 
being diagnosed with 
bipolar disorder. 

“He was living in 
Shepton Mallet at the 
time and there were 
double yellow lines out¬ 
side his property but 
Royal Mail vans were 
parking there in the 
early morning causing a 
nuisance and waking 
him up by parking ille¬ 
gally,” said Mr Peters. 

“He went through a 
prolonged manic phase 
and launched the tirade 
against the Royal Mail. 

“However, he is now 
on medication, has put 
his house up for sale and 
is now living in Wales.” 

Magistrates imposed 
an 18-month conditional 
discharge on Barnaby 
Higson and ordered him 
to pay £85 costs and a 
£20 victim surcharge. 

They rejected an ap¬ 
plication by the prosecu¬ 
tion for a restraining 
order to be made.

Lisa Jackson said she had 
woken up at around 5am on June 
19 at her home in the town only 
to find she had been burgled dur¬ 
ing the night. 

“The thieving ******** have 
stolen loads of things from my 
home, but not only that they have 
stolen my car,” she said. 

She put out an appeal on Face- 
book for any information relat¬ 
ing to the theft of her 
bronze-coloured Renault Scenic 
Megane. 

But things took a turn for the 
worse on the morning of June 20, 
when firefighters were called out 
at just after 3am to deal with a 
car on fire in the Brutton Way 
area of Chard close to Snowdon 
Park. 

A Devon & Somerset Fire & 
Rescue Service spokesman said: 
“The car was destroyed by fire. 

“The police were notified of the 
incident as the fire was believed 
to have been started deliber¬ 
ately.” 

It was quickly established that 
it was Lisa’s car. 

Once daylight came the recov¬ 
ery operation went into action 


and Lisa took to Facebook to post 
some photos of her burnt-out ve¬ 
hicle along with a message di¬ 
rected at the culprits: 
“Congratulations - you did a 
good job,” she said. 

“Think the paint job is great 
but a bit overcooked.” 

What makes this car theft even 
more upsetting, however, is that 
Lisa’s 13-year-old son Thomas is 
registered disabled and has a 
number of heart problems and 
has also been diagnosed with 
autism and ADHD. 

The car was parked in a dis¬ 


abled bay outside Lisa’s home 
and even had Thomas’ blue dis¬ 
abled badge in the window. 

But the crooks still took the 
car, completely disregarding the 
fact that the vehicle they were 
stealing could have been a vital 
lifeline in the event of an emer¬ 
gency. 

It had already been a difficult 
and stressful week for Lisa as her 
mother had been taken into Mus- 
grove Park Hospital in Taunton. 

But Lisa said: “I’ve got on with 
things because I’ve had to and 
I’m not going to let the people 


who did this beat me - watching 
your son fighting for his life does 
that to you.” 

The thieves stole a number of 
things from Lisa’s home during 
the break-in as well as the car 
keys. 

Among the items were things 
belonging to Thomas including 
his iPhone, Beats headphones 
and a special watch which he had 
received for his 13th birthday.

Safe Yoga 

YOGA is as good as physiotherapy to relieving lower back pain, a new study 
suggested. 

Lower back is particularly common and normally improves within a few weeks or 
months but for many it persists. 

Treatment recommended by the NHS include group exercise classes to strengthen 
muscles and improve posture or manual therapy such as manipulating the spine and 
massage by physiotherapists, chiropractors or osteopaths. 

In rare cases they may be offered counselling to cope with the pain. 

But the effectiveness of yoga compared to physio has not been tested in poorer 
people with long-term back pain who are more likely to be signed off work. 

Researchers from Boston Medical Centre randomly assigned participants to 12 
I weekly yoga classes, 15 physical therapy visits, or an educational book and 
newsletters about coping with chronic low back pain. 

The participants were 320 predominantly low-income, racially diverse adults with 
chronic low back pain and were followed up to a year later. 

It found yoga was as safe and effective as physical therapy for restoring function 
and relieving pain. 

And those who did yoga or physiotherapy were less likely to take pain killers to 
cope after 12 weeks. The findings are published in Annals of Internal Medicine. 

I Advice from GPs include staying active, do stretching exercises, take 
anti-inflammatory painkillers, or use hot or cold compression packs for short-term 
relief. 

Assistant Professor of Family Medicine Dr Robert Saper said: "In conclusion, we 
found that yoga was noninferior to physical therapy for improving moderate to 
severe nonspecific chronic low back pain in a diverse, predominantly low-income 
population. 

"Yoga and physical therapy participants had greater improvement in function and 
pain than education participants; however, these differences were not uniformly 
I significant. 

I "Yoga and physical therapy participants were more likely than education 
participants to stop taking pain medication. 

"The effectiveness of yoga and physical therapy was most evident in adherent 
participants. 

"Improvements in yoga and physical therapy were maintained at one year, and all 
interventions were relatively safe. 

"A structured yoga programme for patients with chronic low back pain may be a 
reasonable alternative to physical therapy depending on patient preferences, 
I availability, and cost." 

The findings are published in Annals of Internal Medicine. 

In an editorial Drs Douglas Chang at the University of California at San Diego 

and Stefan Kertesz at the University of Alabama said: "In light of the complex factors 
affecting both diagnosis and outcomes in chronic low back pain, any single 
treatment 

approach is unlikely to prove helpful to all or even most patients. 

"Nevertheless, as Saper and colleagues have shown, yoga offers some persons 
tangible benefit without much risk. 

I "In the end, however, it represents one tool among many. 

"Thoughtful physicians will try to determine what fits a patient's anatomical 
diagnosis 

and psychosocial situation or fall prey to the maxim that 'a fool with a tool is still 
just a fool.'"

SUMMER is the time when your lawn gets a 
hammering - from kids, garden party guests 
and pets. So, when the heat is on, how do you 
keep your grass looking great? 

• Maintenance 

This spring has been dry and cool and we 
are now into summer - now is not a good time 
to be doing much in the way of the aeration 
and scarification. Cut your lawn 
correctly by not mowing below 25mm in sum¬ 
mer. 

• Watering 

Adapt your watering schedule to the 
weather. If you do not water the grass, it will 
dehydrate and a weak lawn will leave an 
opportunity for weeds and all the wrong types 
of grass to germinate and grow in it. Water 
using a sprinkler, moving it about the lawn 
from place to place leaving it in each area for 
approximately 10 minutes but no longer. 
Some people soak it once a week but we find 
it best to start watering before the soil dries 
out. If the lawn has slight tinges of brown, 
then get watering now. 

• Mowing 

The most common mistakes concern 
cutting height and when not to cut. When cut¬ 
ting in spring, keep the height at not less than 
25mm (1 in). In warmer, drier periods raise the 


height of the cut to 40mm (1.5in), but if it re¬ 
mains really dry and watering is difficult, then 
up to 50mm (2in). When the grass is not grow¬ 
ing and is becoming brittle, do not cut it. If 
the lawn has become dry, watering is essen¬ 
tial if you want to keep it looking good and 
you may have to increase your watering pro¬ 
gram to recover the lawn. Only when you start 
to see the lawn recover, is it time to restart 
cutting again. 

• Treatments 

These should be nutrition-based and 
applied at both the start and towards the end 
of the summer. By applying an early and late 
summer treatment, each plant in your lawn 
will be strengthened to withstand warm con¬ 
ditions and will ensure a healthy and 
vibrant green coloured lawn for you to enjoy 
on long summer days.

HOW TO CREATE A GORGEOUS 
COTTAGE GARDEN 


By Hannah Stephenson, Press Association 


WHILE a cottage garden may seem a 
glorious mixture of traditional plants 
nudging and overlapping each other in a 
seemingly random display, the overall 
effect will be more successful with some 
planning. 

Heed these tips if you're planning to 
create your own cottage garden. 

• Keep colours in harmony 

The colour scheme should be in har¬ 
mony - traditionally soft purples, blues 
and pinks - with height created by 
climbers which clamber up obelisks and 
archways, or scented plants situated near 
old wooden benches or painted wrought 
iron seats to add to the romantic feel of 
the plot. 

• Choose evergreen backdrops 

Select backbone evergreen plants such 
as holly or yew to create a framework, 
accented by perennials with strong archi¬ 
tectural value such as alliums and irises 
- which can be repeat-planted within the 
border, mixed with plenty of old-fash¬ 
ioned favourites including aquilegias, 
foxgloves, pinks, hollyhocks, Michaelmas 
daisies and poppies. Include plants that 
self-seed, which will often pop up in just 
the right place. 

Naturalistic-looking grasses can be 
planted in swathes to create softness and 
movement, dotted with wild flowers, to 
create a vague structure to the overall 
informal scene. 

• Plant a tree or hedge for birds 

Consider making the most of an existing 
tree or planting a hedge, providing food 
and shelter for many birds. Don't forget 
berries - fruiting hedges could produce 
crab apples, blackberries and rosehips, 
again attracting many birds. Cottage gar¬ 
dens shouldn't appear organised - but the 
best ones are, without the visitor even 
noticing. 

• For a classic touch, add roses 

Roses are a cottage garden favourite. 
Make sure you choose a fragrant vari- 
ety.I love the David Austin rose 'Desde- 
mona', with its soft pink buds emerging 
creamy white, or plant the deep pink 
'Gertrude Jekyll' with the subtle white 
Clematis 'Henryi'. Roses enjoy the same 
situation as clematis - rich soil, in full 
sun or light shade, plenty of plant food 
and lots of water until they are well estab¬ 
lished. 



• To add height, consider lupins 

Among the earliest of the impressive 
cottage garden summer perennials, 
lupins, from the pea family, come in all 
colours and in varying heights, and are 
actually really easy to grow from seed - 
especially if you soak the seed for 24 
hours before sowing. They produce dense 
spikes of pea-like flowers often up to 90cm 
tall above palmate leaves. They also ben¬ 
efit the soil by taking nitrogen from the 
air and storing it in their roots. 

• For a delicate look, plant foxgloves 

These self-seeding statuesque spires of 
wildflower seen on railway banks or in 
overgrown country lanes also look im¬ 
pressive in the cottage garden. The deli- 
cate-looking bell flowers of these majestic 
biennial favourites are also a magnet to 
bees, which will climb into the tubular 
bells to seek out the pollen. Leave the 
flowers to drop their seeds in the autumn 
and you should get flowers two years on. 

• For some colour, add nepeta 

Along with lavender, nepeta (catmint) 
provides an impressive swathe at the 
front of a border, thanks to its clouds of 
tiny mauve flowers on gentle spikes, 
which flower from early summer to au¬ 
tumn. The most widely available is 'Six 
Hills Giant' which grows up to 90cm and 
can be a bit unruly. A less slouching type 
is be N. racemosa 'Walker's Low', which 
is more upright and reaches about 60cm.

Self-passing free kicks 

IT is interesting that finally football 
is looking at a number of tweaks to 
the rules of the game to let it flow bet¬ 
ter and to reduce the amount of 
cheating that currently takes place 
under the current rules. 

One is “self passing” which has been 


successfully adopted in hockey, and 
something I have been advocating over 
the past couple of seasons or so. 

This change would allow players to 
dribble free kicks, corners kicks and 
even goal kicks away, effectively pass¬ 
ing the ball to themselves, with the op¬ 
position either retreating 10 yards or 
unable to challenge the player inside 
that radius. 

Conventional free kicks would con¬ 
tinue to be allowed if so preferred by 
the aggrieved side. 

This would return the advantage to 
the sinned. Under the current rules, 
too often an attacking team are pe¬ 
nalised by what in many cases are cyn¬ 
ical tactical fouls, committed to 
prevent a team being overrun by a 
counter attack; the free kick having to 
be delayed until opposition players are 
10 yards from the ball. 

This rule would not only speed the 
game up but help minimise the num¬ 
ber of fouls committed, particularly if 
it blatant disregard was punished by a 
yellow card or a trip to the sin bin. 

The idea is one of several proposed 
amendments to the rules by the Inter¬ 
national Football Association Board 
(IFAB) of which former top referee 
David Elleray is the technical director. 

The aim is to improve player be¬ 
haviour and increase respect, to in¬ 
crease effective playing time and the 
game’s fairness and attractiveness. 

Other ideas include reducing the 
game to 30 minutes each way, but stop¬ 
ping the refs watch every time the ball 
goes out of play or the game stopped, 
banning pre-match handshakes be¬ 
tween teams and points deductions 
rather than fines for teams that sur¬ 
round a referee. 

All sounds good to me!
